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TEMPERANCE — PROHIBITION. 

/  *  By  Thao.  O.  Bilbo: 

Hi*  addition  to  it*  groat  spiritual  of  fire  atid 
function,  supplemental  and  complemental  to  it* 
great  »orb  in  the  domain  of  religion,  the  Bap¬ 
tist  denom  nation  has  always  been  a  stupendous 
moral  and  civic  force  in  society  and  In  th«  State: 
and  whai  affects  the  welfare  of  either  has  al¬ 
ways  been  the  object  of  its  solicitous  'onccrn 
and  constant  care  This  is  p.  uliarly  true  of  our 
own  Southern  division  of  the  great  Baptist  broth- 
.  erhood;  the  Baptist  denomination  of  ihe  South 
has  not  only  been  identified  with,  but  l  as  been 
in  tile  forefront  of  eve/y  important  movement 
for  the  moral  i>*  tterment  and  civic  righteousness 
that  has  been  developed  In  this  section  during 
the  past  fifty  years,  a  tup  there  is  nothing  sur¬ 
prising.  therefore,, in  the  rec*  -tuition  that  it  has 
won.  the  eminence  that  It  has  achieved  in  the 
great  battle  for  temperance  in  which  the  moral 
fprees  of  this  country  are  everyw.lnere  enlisted. 
We  believe  that  when  the  history  of  the  last 
quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  the  first 
quarter  of  the  twentieth  century  comes  to  be 
written  by  the  thoughtful  historian  of  the  fu¬ 
ture,  who  seeks  to  measure  the  value  and  sig¬ 
nificance  of  events  by  their  influence  upon  the 
people  affected  by  them,  he  will  recognize  in  the 
war  on  intemperance  the  most  important  activity 
that  has  engaged  the  love  and  labor  of  the  men 
and  women  of  the  period  for  the  benefaction  of 
0  tbetr  kind.  The  results  of  that  battle,  as  thus 
far  measured  by  definite  and  tangible  accom¬ 
plishment,  are  matters  of  prideful  gratification 
and  full  of  inspiration  and  encouragement  for 
still  greater  endeavor  toward  the  end  sought  in 
the  final  and  complete  destruction  of  the  most 
malignant  curse  that,  todaj*.  afflh  s  human  ty  in 
its  moral,  mental  and  physical  estate;  the  great¬ 
est  foe  to  human  happiness  that  ever  summoned--' 
all  the  strength  of  t  rlgh  eousness  for  its  over¬ 
throw;  the  most  potent  instrument  employed 
by  the  prince  of  evil  to  lure  the  souls  of  men 
a*ay  from  God,  to  eternal  perdition,  the  source 
of  more  misery,  more  agony,  more  crime  and 
shame,  more  hunger  and  nakedness,  more  in¬ 
sanity  and  suicide,  more  disease  and  death,  more 
tears  and  heartbreak,  more  grief  aud  sorrow, 
more  pain  and  angu  sh,  more  desolation  and  d 
spalr  than  ail  the  other  causes  of  huinau  suffer¬ 
ing  combined.  It  steals  strength  from  the  body, 
robs  the  mitid  of  reason,  kills  love  in  the  heart, 
drives  peace  from  the  soul,  withers  beauty  in  ft* 
blossom,  and  lights  the  funeral  pyre  of  hope, 
and  love  and  trust  with  a  torch,  lit  at  the  flames 
of  the  deepest  pit  of  hell.  lis  wrath  is  all  con¬ 
suming;  hate  is  Its  minister  and  de-'olat  on 
marks  the  way  that  th-  demon  has  taken  in  his 
march  of  destruction. 

Arrayed  against  this  Minotaur  of  wrath  stand 
the  forces  of  Christianity  under  the  banner  of 
all  conquering  love,  captained  by  the  ministers 
of  God.  and  every  soldier  in  the  ranks  has  a 
right,  pr.defully,  to  rejoice  in  the  part  that  is 
and  has  been  his  in  this  mighty  confect  that  is 
being  waged  for  the  release  of  mankind  from 
the  thralldom  of  intemperance. 

The  banner  of  the  Southern  Baptist  denomi¬ 
nation  is  flung  ovi  r  the  ramparts  In  this  battle; 

It  asks  and  gives  not  quarter;  it  is  a  war  a  l  out- 
rance,  so  far  as  the  organization's  strength  may 
endure;  it  can  know  no  rest  nor  consent  to  any 
truce  until  the  conflict  Is  finished  and  the  tri¬ 
umph  complete. 

Wonderful  progress  has  already  b<-  n  made  In 
this  war.  it  has  been  well  dire-  ted  and  effec¬ 
tively  fought;  the  campaign  has  not  been  marked 
by  spasmodic  outburst  of  fervent  fueling,  it  has 
not  been  sensational  or  hysterical  at  any  stage 
of  It*  progress,  but  it  has  gone  steadily  forward, 
gathering  greater  strength  with  every  onward 
step,  animated  by  a  purposeful  resolution  to 
gain  its  tud  completely  ere  its  effort  shall  be  re¬ 
laxed. 

Cndismayed  by  any  kind  of  difficulty,  the 


church  has  gathered  strength  out  of  patience, 
apd  courage  out. of  accomplishment;  and  its 
forces  are,  today,  in  be  ter  fighting  trim  for  the 
battle  of  tomorrow',  that  lit  s  before  us  than  ever 
before.  • 

The  millions  of  men  and  women  behind  this 
treat  movement  will  soi  n  make  it  one  of  the 
dominant  issues  in  the  nation's  political  con- 
tes  s,  and  befrre  anode  r  decade  the  groat  re¬ 
public  will  b.  committed  to  national  prohibition 
*" rough  our  Federal  Congress.  For  a*  sure  as 
the  sun  rises  from  day  to  day,  this  God-blessed 
c  use  is  steadily  marching  toward  the  goal  of  the 
national  constltu  ional  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
tiaffic.  The  tide  has  set  In  and  It  eould  no  more 
be  turned  ba<  k  than  the  Mississippi  river  could 
t>e  turned  bdi  k  aud  made  to  run  the  other  way. 
That  no  question  is  ever  set' led  until  it  is  set¬ 
tled  right  is  a  truism  as  old  as  time,  and  as  ap¬ 
plicable  to  this  question  as  to  any  question  ever 
before  the  human  race  for  settlement. 

N'o  great  reform  movement  was  ever'  turned 
from  its  course.  Once  the  people  of  a  nation  are 
aroused*  to  the  existence  of  au  evil  in  it-  midst, 

_  tjie  eVflJs  doonlod  and  mu^t  go.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  world  have  the  people  been  more 
thoroughly  aroused  .against  any  evil  or  more  de¬ 
termined  on  it*  destruction  than  they  are  in  the 
case  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

The  Baptist  denomination,  sanely  battling, 
lias  not  failedj  Ur  employ  every  effective  weapon 
within  its  reach,  and  to  marshal  every  force 
available  for  tb(t  accomplishment  of  the  great 
end  sought.  It  has,  logically,  put  the  spiritual 
power  first,  because  that  is  most  potent  of  all 
agencies  in  moving  the  hearts  aud  minds  of  men 
to  right  thinking  and  right  doing;  to  these  It 
has  added  t}ie  moral  and  civic  motive)  and  that 
trinity  of  strength  is- Irresis  able  in  human  af¬ 
fairs.  If  properly  joined  and  wisely  directed.  It 
has  gone  Into  the  home  to  enlist  the  wifely  love 
and  tenderness,  and  the  appeal  of  If; tie  children; 
it  has  gone  into  the  school  house  where  its  les¬ 
sons  have  been  planted  in  plastip  minds  to  hard 
en  Into  conviction  for  the  benefaction  of  the  na¬ 
tion;  it  has  gone  Into  all  the  highways  and  by¬ 
ways  of  business  and  society  to  plant  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  sobr:ety  as  a  measure  of  excelb  nee  or  ac¬ 
ceptability;  It  has  sought  to  make  men  ashamed 
to  drink  whiskey  in  the  isght  of  those  they  love 
or  whose  esteem  they  covet.  The  church  has 
carried  the  gospel  of  temperance  into  legislative 
halls  where  the  public  welfare  is  supposed  to  bo 
the  ruling  motive  and  inspiration  of  men's 
speech  and  conduct,  and  has  found  there  a  help¬ 
ful  answer  :o  Its  appeal;  it  has  gone  to  governors 
and  to  mayors,  to  judges  and  to  sheriffs,  to  the 
w-hole  of  executive  authority,  to  ckllst  its  aid 
of  the  great  cause  for  which  it  is  contending  and 
how  faitbtul  have  been  these  effor  s  is  written 
in  the  t‘  ings  accomplished,  a  brief  review  of 
which  may  not,  be  out  of  place  as  encouragemeut 
and  inspiration  for  still  greater  endeavor. 

I  He  manufacture  and  sale  of  alco<  ol  in  every 
form  is  now  prohibited  by  a  law  in  an  area  that 
constitutes  seventy  per  cent  of  the  territory  of 
’  1  mied  .Stales,  he  population  of  which  Is 

more  Ilian  liity-two  mill. on,  while hmmlOi  Kl 
the  same  behalf  are  now  being  conducted  with 
every  promise  of  successful  conclusion  in  an 
area  embracing  fifteen  per  cent  more  of  the  na¬ 
tional  domain.  State-wide  prohibition  now  pre¬ 
vails  iu  every  Sou’hern  state,  save  one— Florida, 
east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  while  in  that  single 
exception,  the  battle  is  going  forward  with  every 
promise  of  a  triumphant  victory.  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  after  wrestling  with  regulation  and  local 
oinion  for  twenty  years,  finally  surrendered  to 
prohibition  in  an  overwhelming  majority,  only  a 
short  time  since.  Weet  of  the  Mississippi,  Ar¬ 
kansas  and  Oklahoma  are  recent  acquisitions  to 
the  prohibition  ranks,  while  Texas  and  Louis¬ 
iana,  already  nine-tenths  dry  thrqugh  local  op¬ 
tion,  can  be  counted  upon  as  sare  recruits  in  a 
very  short  time;  only  New. Orleans  keeps  Louis¬ 
iana  enslaved,  and  since  in  the  campaign  In  that 
state,  now  on,  one  of  the  leading  candidates  for 


governor  has  raised  the  standard  of  prohibition, 
we  may  early  number  the  Pelican  State  in  the 
ranks  of  tile  redeem,  d.  The  same  issue  of  state- 
wade  prohibition  is  dominant  today  in  Texas  pol¬ 
ities.  and  whether  successful  this  year,  next 
year,  or  the  year  after,  that  issue  will  persist 
until  tlie  Lone  Star  State  is  enrolled  among  the 
wearers  of  the  \yhite  Ribbon. 

Thus,  we  see,  that  in  the  vast  territory  in 
which  the  influence  of  the  Southern  Baptist  de¬ 
nomination  Is  greutest  and  most  widespread, 
the  cause  of  temperance  has  made  greater  gains 
than  in  any  other  part  of  our  common  country; 
of  nineteen  slates  that  have  adopted  state-wide 
prohibition,  ten  lie  Soiith  of  the  Mason  and 
Dixon  line  within  the  sphere  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Influence;  and  In  the  remaining  three  of 
the  thirteen  Southern  States,  local  option  has 
driven  the  saloon  from  practically  every  com¬ 
munity  save  In  the  largest  cities,  and  these  will 
soon  be  rescued  through  the  operation  of  state¬ 
wide  laws,  and  the  "solid  South"  will  acquire 
a  moral,  as  well  as  political  significance.  It  will 
not  only  be  solidly  democratic  but  solidly  dry. 

The)  tell  us  that  prohibition  is  no  evidence  of 
temperance,  that  the  law  is  ineffective  to  pre¬ 
vent  whiskey  drinking,  and  Is  more  honored  in 
the  breach  than  the  observance.  When  the  ten 
commandments  were  thundered  from  Sinai  we 
have  no  record  that  all  men  at  once  bowed  in 
obodience  to  the  laws  of  God,  and  the  millenium 
protn ptly  ensmd,  men  went  on  as  before,  doitqt 
the  thing  that  was  forbidden,  wilfully  defying 
the  wrath  of  the  Most  High,  but  shall  we  con¬ 
clude  from  this  human  perversity  that  the  giv¬ 
ing  of  these  commandments,  which  have  become 
tbe  basic  law  of  our  civilization,  was  a  vain  and 
futile  and  ineffective  thing?  Shall  we  say  that 
the  rules  governing  the  human  relation  shall 
be  abandoned  because  some  of  these  were  vio¬ 
lated  every  day?  fchall  the  vvytht s  that  bind  the 
precious  corn  bo  cast  away  because  one  stie-r  is 
shattered  and  its  golden  grain  is  scattered  upon 
the  ground?  Shall  tbe  flocks  be  delivered  to  the 
wolves  because  one  lamb  lias  strayed  from  the 
fold  and  fallen  a  prey  to  the  blood  lust  beyond  ’ 
Shall  all  barriers  against  evil  aud  wrong  be 
abandoned,  and  anarchy  enthroned  uecause, 
sometimes,  they  are  broken  through  by  society's 
foes  '  Civilized  society  recognizes  in  alcohol  the 
greatest  foe  to  the  security,  peace  aud  happi¬ 
ness  of  mankind  that  the  ages  have  evolved;  it 
is  the  greatest  menace  to  the  integrity  of  the 
State  that  confronts  the  thoughtful  statesman; 
it  has  been  so  recognized  by  earlier  and  un¬ 
christian  civilizations  of  antiquity  and  later  pe¬ 
riods.  Seeking  only  to  maintain  the  ^national 
strength,  Confucius  condemns  the  use  of  wine. 
The  Koran  forbids  its  use  by  the  faithful  fol¬ 
lowers  of  Mohammed.  Christian  nations,  aloue, 
have  tolerated  through  the  centuries,  its  use 
until,  at  tast,  the  public  conscience  has  been 
quickened  to  a  recognition  of  the  enormity  of 
the  abuse,  and  the  Christian  church  has  awak¬ 
ened  to  its  duty  to  rescue  the  race  from  the  do¬ 
minion  of  so  malignant  a  curse.  Shall  we  then 
refuse  to  use  the  means  that' lie  at  our  hands, 
tor  tlie  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  because 
prohibition  does  not  altogether  and  completely 
prohibit;  because  men  may  be  found  wbo  risk 
the  penalties  against  murder  and  larceny,  when 
they  kill  and  steal?

We  are  not  goiug  to  ask  for  any  hard,  high  press¬ 
ure  collectldns.  Simply  that  you  do  what  you 
can  without  these. 

Brethren  and  SlBtehs,  answer  our  letters 
when  they  arrive,  whether  your  answer  be  favor¬ 
able  or  unfavorable.

In  their  hard  and  pressing  campaigns.

EVERY  MEMBER  A  PAYINO  MEMBER. 

m  Thig  is  'the  first  step  in  the  solution  of  the 
financial  problems  of  every  church.  If  the 
name  of  a  "single  individual  bolding  membership 
in  a  church  fails  to  appear  on  the  church’s  pay¬ 
roll,  then  the  solution  of  that  church's  financial 
problem  Is  just  to  that  extent,  at  least,  an  im¬ 
possibility,  bo  long  as  that  name  falls  to  so  ap¬ 
pear. 

And  yet,  where  is  the  church  that  is  not 
sadly  lacking  at  this  all-important  point?  With 
the  majority  of  the  churches,  the  majority  of 
their  members  have  no  direct  participation  in 
the  pay-roll.  And  why  not? 

It  Is'  not  because  they  are  too  penurious  lo 
pay.  There  is  nothing  easier  than  getting  peo¬ 
ple's  money  when  they  see  clearly  that  to  give 
It  to  you  Is  the  thing  they  ought  to  do. 

Nor  is  It  because  all  these  non-paying  mem¬ 
bers  have  no  church  pride.  As  a  rule,  people  1 
are  In  love  with  the  church  *of  their  member¬ 
ship,  and  their  denomination  as  well;  and  they  I 
not  only  rejoice  in  their  successes, — but  they  are  ' 
abl®, to  pay  two  cents  by  the  week;  at  least  "two  1 
inites,  which  make  a  farthing."  < 

And  it  is  still  possible,  according  to  Heay-  * 
en  s  arithmetic,  for  that  amount  to  be  greater  t 
than  all  the  great  gifts  combined.  < 

Why,  then,  are  so  many  of  them  not  paying?  1 

Perhaps  there  are  many  reasons;  but  one  of  t 
them  Is  this: — At  least  a  large  per  cent  pay  1 
nothing  at  all,  because  nothlug  at  all  is  expected  t 
of  them. 

Whenever  any  church  makes  up  her  mind, 
intentionally  or  otherwise,  not  to  expect  some-  t 
ihing  definite  in  the  matter  of  finances  from  any  t 
one  of  its  members,  then  and  there  and  thereby  a 
it  has  done  that  member  incalculable  harm, —  r 
and  the  rankest  sort  of  Injustice.  s 

Why,  there  are  thousands  of  Christians  s 
holding  membership  in  the  different  evangelical  n 
churches  today  who  are  absolutely  no  'count —  n 
and  because,  for  one  reason,  they  were  given  to  fi 
understand,  in  some  way,  at  the  beginning  of  o 
their  connection,  that  they  did  not  count.  ci 

Perhaps  by  what  the  church  itself,  as  a  f< 
'i'urch,  did  not  do,  the  mere  hint  went  out  to  a 


thpse  that  they  were  not  worth  counting  in  the 
ohurch's  finances;  and  they  accepted  that  esti¬ 
mate  of  themselves,  not  only  financially  speak¬ 
ing,  but  religiously  as  well, — and  today  they  are 
not  worth  counting  sere  enough. 

Expect  nothing  in  a  financial  way  of  a 
church  member,  and  verily,  In  most  instances, 
you  shall  certainly  not  be  disappointed. 

Every  church  must  look  to  every  member 
for  an  offering,  if  ever  ft  expects  to  solve  its  fi¬ 
nancial  problem.  The  offering,  when  gotten 
in,  may  be  nothing  more  than  the  value  of  an 
egg.  But  it  is  worth  while  to  keep  on  insist¬ 
ing  until  it  is  gotten  hi, — even  if  It  costs  the 
church  ,he  value  of  an  egg-and-a-balf  to  collect 
|t.  No  better  investment  of  mission  money  was 
ever  made  than.  that. 

Even  the  members  who  are  reduced  to  ex¬ 
treme  poverty,  and  whom  the  church  of  their 
membership  helps  regularly,  ahould  be  made  to, 
feel  that  ft  is  not  only  their  duty,  but  also  their 
privilege,  to  contribute  as  best  they  are  able,  and 
regularly,  into  the  church's  treasury. 

Sometimes  we  find  fathers  who  do  the  pay¬ 
ing  for  the  entire  family.  And  evsry  father 
who  does  so.  Is  helping  that  much  to  dwaxLthe 
spiritual  life  of  every  one  for  whom  he  claims 
to  pay.  i  ! 

A  father  can  no  more  pay  for  his  entire  fam¬ 
ily  than  he  can  believe  for  them,  or  be  baptized 
for  them,  or  perform  any  other  personal  and, 
non-transferable  duty  for  them. 

And  then,  once  in  a  while  we  find  ministers, 
pastors  of  churches,  who  apparently  do  not.  feel 
that  they  are  under  the  same  obligations  to  the 
pay-roll  of  the  church  as  are  the  other  mem¬ 
bers.  That  ia  a  terrible  blunder!  Because,  un¬ 
less  the  pastor  himself  measures  up  to  his  abil¬ 
ity  in  his  pay;  he  is  not  going  to  be  able  to  make 
others  measure  up  to  theirs. 

Every  member  must  be  a  paying  member, 
if  a  church's  finances- are  adequate.

The  war. 


The  report  of  Treasurer  P.  H.  Mell  is  found 
in  the  December  number  of  The  Home  Field.  It 
shows  that  receipts  are  $8,276.16  ahead  of  those 
for  this  date  last  year,  which  is  somewhat  en¬ 
couraging. 

But  the  Increase  is  due  almost  entirely  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  with  her  monthly  remittance  of  one-, 
twelfth  of  her  apportionment.  Kentucky's  in¬ 
crease  is  about  ten  times  as  much  as  the  com¬ 
bined  increase  of  all  the  other  states!  If  the 
Kentucky  plan  were  in  vogue  in  all  the  states, 
where  would  we  be?  Why,  out  of  debt,  with 
prompt  payment  each  month  of  one-twelfth  of 
our  obligations!  A  great  saving  on  interest  ac¬ 
count!  The  enthus.astic  endorsement  of  our 
« 

business  men  because  of  our  good  business  meth¬ 
ods!  Wouldn't  that  be  worth  while?  Well,  that 
is  our  ideal.  Let's  work  to  make  it  real.  Let 
the  states  catch  the  step.  Several  are  already 
proposing  to  do  it,  but  they  are  going  to  wait 
till  May,  the  beginning  of  our  new  fiscal  year. 

W  hat  Shall  We  l>o  In  the  Meantime? 

*  1 

Two-thirds  of  our  year  has  passed  and  we 
have  received  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  appor¬ 
tionment,  and  we  have  appropriated  the  full 
amount  of  the  apportionment.  We  have  bor¬ 
rowed  more  heavily  than  ever  before  at  this 
season  of  the  year.  Our  bankers  are  looking 
serious.  Our  credit  with  them  is  reaching  the 
nervous  point.  Nothing  can  calm  this  nervous¬ 
ness  but  a  strong  stream  of  deposits  flowing  in 
from  the  churches.  Really  from  now  on  we 
ought  not  to  borrow  from  the  banks.  They  have 
carried  us  eight  months;  let's  carry  ourselves 
four  months  till  the  close  of  our  year,  April  30th, 
and  pay  the  banks  all  we  owe  them.  We  can  do 


e  It:  we  ought  to  do  It;  we  must  do  it.  Do  1  hear 
-  a  ringing  shout,  "We  will  do  It?”' 

»  Hard  Times ! 

We  did  have  hard  times  last  year.  The  war. 
low  prices  of  cotton,  general  depression  in  bus- 
i  iness.  the  uncertainty  attendant  upon  the  inaug¬ 
uration  of  the  new  currency  system.  But  that 
was  last  year,  and  with  last  year  it  is  all  gone, 
r  except  the  war.  And  the  war  has  brought  higit 
prices  for  all  food  supplies  and  live  stock,  miini- 
i  tlons,  etc.  The  earth  never  yielded  so  bountiful 
,  a  grain  crop.  This  year  s  grain  crop  in  the 
.  South  is  worth  $260,000  more  than  any  o^her 
year's  crop.  Cotton  has  gone  from  six  cents  in 
t  1914  to  twelve  cents  in  1916.  Cotton  seed  from 
,  $18  a  ton  in  1914  to  $45  and  more  In  1916.  • 

Though  much  smaller  than  the  crop  of  1914,  the 
1916  crop  brought  more  money. 

The  railroads,  i$ie  great  barometeis,  as  well 
as  carriers  of  commerce,  are  more  prosperous 
,  than  they  have  been,  and  are  attending  hundreds 
of  millions  in  improvemtntiand  enlargement  of 
'  facilities.  The  prophets  oi  the  financial  and 
commercial  world  are  optimistic  over  the  out¬ 
look.  But  we  common  people  have  eyes."  We 
see  the  contrast  with  the  conditions  a  year  ago! 

Nome  Reflections. 

The  state  conventions  meet  in*  the  fail.  From 
the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  May  till  the  meeting  of  the  state  conventions? 
home  and  foreign  missions  are  not  stressed,  state 
Interests  being  given  the  preference  with  vigor¬ 
ous  campaigns  put  on  just  before  the  conven¬ 
tions.  m  . 

Now,  during  the  stale  convention  period  of 
1914-16,  we  had  har'd  times  the  first  half  of  the 
period  and  improved  times  the  second  half.  With 
what  results  as  to  state  missions?  In  most  states 
there  was  a  splendid  advance  in  gifts  to  state 
missions,  while  in  some  cases  slate  mission  re¬ 
ceipts  broke  all  previous  records.  'During  that 
same  period  receipts  for  home  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  fell  off  heavily  in  nearly  eveby  state  and  in 
some  states  the  slump  was  fearful.  Hqw  can  we 
explain  the  rise  in  state  missions  and  the  fall  in 
home  and  foreign  missions? 

In  most  of  the  plates  w  e  (t$ve  general  mission 
boards  tuot  state  mission  Aboard*  j  which  give 
attention  to  all  departments  of  missions  alike. 
This  must  be  the  explanation:  The  special  home 
and  foreign  mission  season  ouae  during  the  first 
half  of  the  1914-16  period,  or  hard  limes  peri  ><t, 
and  slate  missions  during  the  second  part  when 
good  limes  came. 

Although  the  state  mission  period  was  pre¬ 
ceded  by  the  season  of  depression,  a  vigorous 
campaign  in  behalf  of  that  department  of  our 
work  helped  to  overcome  the  depression  and  put  * 
state  missions  in  great  shape.  With  hard  times  ' 
forgotten,  with  momhs  of  prosperity  already  to 
odr  credit  and  the  future  full  of  promise,  we  are 
able  to  do  far  better  for  home  and  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  than  wfi  did  for  btate  missions  during  the 
fall  campaign.  We  enter  upon  this  campaign 
with  prosperity  behind  and  before  us.  < 

Lea  us  come  heartily  and  unreservedly  lo  the 
help  of  the  state  secretaries  as  they  throw  them¬ 
selves  into  the  campaigns  for  home  and  foreign 
missions.  - 

Systematic  Giving.  - 

Hundreds  of  our  churches  are  planning  to  be¬ 
gin  regular,  systematic  offerings,  weekly  or 
monthly,  to  our  mission  work,  as  well  as  to  enr-  * 
rent  church  expenses,  and  that  we  plead  for  most 
cordially,  and  have  done  for  more  than  twelve 
years  as  secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
but  we  must  make  up  the  deficit  when  ”we  un¬ 
dertake  the  systematic  work  and  the  deficit  now 
on  home  missions  is  tremendous,  two-thirds  of. 
the-  time  gone  and  leas  than  one-fifth  of  the 
money  raised.  Thousands  and  thousands  of  the 
churches,  even  among  those  that  support  home 
missions,  have  given  nothing  so  far  this  year. 

In  order  to  avert  the  uncertainty  and  anxiety  < 
or  the  closing  days  of  the  year  in  April,  that  we

came  In  great  power  on  the  day  of  Pentecost 
upon  tire  disciples  of  Jesus,  but  not  on  all  of 
them.  There  were  doubtless  many  In  Galilee 
many  who  had  been  won  to  Him  and  had  count¬ 
ed  themselves  as  followers  of  Jesus,  hut  they 
were  not  filled  with  the  Spirit  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost.  Only  those  who  had  staid  with  Him 
to  the  end  and  who  obeyed  literally  His  com¬ 
mand  to  tarry  at  Jerusalem  for  the  baptism  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  which  would  be  "not  many  da>B 
hence.”  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed 
U|>on  the  simple,  unquestioning  obedience  to  the 
word  of  Jesus  as  a  condition  of  the  fulness  of 
the  Spirit. 

Notice,  too  .that  while  they  waited  for  the 
Father's  promise  which  Jesus  had  given  them, 
they  were  constantly  engaged  In  prayer.  Ttier 
are  probably  not  many  congregations  that  would 
tarry  before  God  today  for  ten  days  in  prayer 
with  no  evidence  of  an  answer  coming  but  the 
simple  promise  of  God.  Many  are  loo  little  In¬ 
terested.  set  too  low  a  value  on  the  work  of  the 
Spirit,  and  think  the  results  not  worth  the  ef¬ 
fort.  or  doubt  if  the  results  will  follow  ihe  effort 
We  cannot  be  surprised,  when  we  look  around 
and  ace  how  exceedingly  difficult  It  is  to  get 
men  to  pray,  that  Jesus  should  have  concluded 
His  account  of  the  Importunate  widow  before 
the  unjust  Judge  wi*h  the  a'most  despair  ng 
question,  "Nevertheless,  when  the  Son  of  Man 
cometh,  shall  He  find  faith  on  the  earth-’”  This 
Is  the  parable  which  He  Introduced  with  the 
saying,  "that  men  ought  always  to  pray  and  not 
to  faint.”  Men  have  not  the  Holy  Spirit  because 
they  ask  not,  and  often  our  praying  has  to  be 
clarified  by  long  seasons  of  waiting  liefore  God. 

Accompanying  Manifestation*. 

The  coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  attended 
with  rertain  signs  whose  meaning  will  help  us 
to  understand  His  mission  among  men.  These 
were  three  in  number  as  mentioned  in  Ihe  nar¬ 
rative  in  Acts.  There  was  the  sound  as  of  a 
rushing,  mighty  wind,  the  appearance  of  tobgues 
as  of  fire,  and  the  speaking  in  various  languages. 
There  was  no  wind,  but  the  sound  as  of  a  w  ild 
There  was  no  Are,  but  tongues  parting  asunder 
like  as  of  fire.  These  were  indicative  of  breath¬ 
ing  new  life  and  energy  Into  these  whom  He  had 
chosen  as  His  witnesses,  and  the  special  form 
the  witnessing  was  to  take  wak  indicated  by  the 
ability  to  speak  In  languages  hitherto  unfanrl- 
lar,  spoken  by  the  sojourners  at  Jerusalem. 
They  did  not  need  to  Inquire  what  It  was  for 
but  began  Immediately  to  speak  to  others  In 
their  own  tongues  the  word  of  life.  It  was  clear 
that  God  meant  for  the  message  of  the  cross  to 
be  made  known  to  men  of  every  tongue. 

Peter’s  Sermon. 

There  are  only  four  things  In  the  sermon  to 
which  attention  can  be  called  here.  These  are 
selected  because  they  are  essential  and  explan¬ 
atory  of  the  rest.  The  first  is  that  th's  marvel¬ 
ous  manifestation  of  God's  power  is  the  fulfil 
ment  of  Old  Testament  prophecy.  God  works 
■according  to  a  pre-arranged  plan  and  purpose 
Ills  revelation  and  working  have  no  disappoint¬ 
ment.  The  truth  that  was  announc'd  In  the  Old 
Is  realised  In  the  New  Testament.  The  Word  of 
the  Igjrd'ls  a  sure  word.  Centuries  may  inter¬ 
vene  but  His  purpose  Is  unbroken. 

The  second  gracious  truth  that  Is  brought  to 
light  In  this  sermon  of  Peter  is  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  Is  ‘now  given  to  all.  In  'he  old  dispen¬ 
sation,  He  was  given  to  the  exceptional  man  or 
class,  to  the  official  or  occasional  iierson.  Not 
so  In  the  new.  He  Is  fbr  every  one.  Only  the 
prophet  or  priest  or  king  In  the  old'  n  time  re- 
'  elved  the  anointing.  Hut  In  the  new  all  are 
prophets  and  priests  and  kings.  The  sun  no 
longer  shines  simply  upon  the  mountain  peaks, 
hut  It  is  the  full  day  of  revelation  and  grace 
and  all  the  valleys  are  flooded  with  light.  This 
is  easy  to  Bee  In  the  sermon  of  Peter  if  you  em¬ 
phasise  the  right  words,  I  will  pour  forth  my 
•sl'ii  it  upon  all  flesh.”  And  then  that  no  (  lass  or 
'ge  may  be  left  out.  Ho  specifies,  sons,"  "dauth- 
ters  "young  men,”  "old  men,"  "servants.”

"handmaidens.”  "whosoever."  There  are  no  ex¬ 
ceptions  and  no  exclusions.  None  need  despair 
and  none  need  fear  to  come  with  boldness  ff> 
claim  the  promise  to  you  and  your  children  and 
lo  them  that  are  afar  off,  all  whom  God  (alls. 

The  third  thing  that  stands  out  Is  that  the 
fulness  of  the  Spirit  la  promised.  He  gives  not 
Hjs  Spirit  by  measure.  A  baptism  is  not  the 
sprinkling  of  the  Spirit.  It  is  a  pouring  forth, 
if  by  this  you  understand  that  the  pouring  is 
continued  until  the  subject  is  "filled”  with  he 
Spirit.  The  pouring  here  indicated  Is  meant  to 
show  the  abundance  of  the  Spirit.  The  idea  is 
of  entire  and  ajnple  sufficiency  for  every  require¬ 
ment  and  need  of  ours,  not  only  for  our  preser¬ 
vation  from  evil  but  also  for  witnessing  and 
ministering  the  grace  of  God  to  others.  God 
will  not  send  us  out  half  provisioned  or  equipped 
— He  makes  ail  grate  to  abound  in  all  things  so 
that  having  all  sufficiency  In  pH  things  we  may 
abound  unto  every  good  w’ork. 

Hut  Peter  does  not  dose  his  sermon  until 
he  has  brought  to  their  minds  the  crucified 
Christ,  Ills  resurrection  and  the  offer  of  salva¬ 
tion  to  everyone  that  shall  call  upon  Him  and  a 
virile  ins  stem  w  upon  repen'.ime  witnessed  by 
Public  avowal  of  it  In  baptism.  Ixird,  send  upon 
Thy  servants  and  upon  Thy  handmaidens,  -u'h 
fulness  of  the  Spirit  ns  that  hey  cannot  but 
speak  the  things  they  have  s  en  and  heard." 

SOMK  DELTA  ENLISTMENT  KXPKItlEVClN. 

(Just  what  the  work  of  an  'Enlistment 
Missionary”  is,  can  best  be  made  plain  by  the 
rec  ital  of  some  experiences  with  w  hb  h  these  men 
have  met.  We  have  asked  Brethern  lluri^i  - 
ton.  Moore,  and  Cooper,  to  furnish  us  some  brief 
sketches  showing  the  character  and  results  of 
their  work.  The  following,  written  by  Broth¬ 
er  Cooper,  gives  evidence -of  the  essential  mis¬ 
sionary  nature  of  his  work.) 

"Enlistment”  means  that  a  man  is  hroueftt 
Into  the  deepest  appreciation  of  his  place  In  the 
kingdom.  That  he  is  inseparably  connected 
with  the  Imperial  program  laid  down  in  the 
Illble  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  of  Christ 
and  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

The  first  enlistment  work  that  I  did  was  In 
the  central  part  of  the  Delta.  1  was  never  *!tere 
before,  and  knew  no  one.  I  had  to  go  to  the 
most  prominent  man  in  town  and  approach  him 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  crowd  of  drummers. 

In  this  public  place,  with  all  the  grace  I  could 
command,  1  told  this  merchant  my  purpose  there, 
that  they  might  secure  a  pastor  and  have  services 
and  worship  God  who  giveth  us  all  that  we  have. 

He  answered  by  saying,  without  lifting  his  eyes 
to  mine,  "I  have  mado  up  my  mind  not  to  give 
to  pastor's  salary  nor  to  call  a  pastor  nor  do  any¬ 
thing  till  they  have  secured  a  building."  I 
argued  that  it  would  be  easier  to  build  and  haye 
his  desire  gratified  by  first  securing  a  pastor  tbst 
knew  the  Lord  and  loved  His  cause.  He  grant 
ed  that  I  was  right;  but  said  that  he  had  to  pav 
every  pastor  they  had  ever  had  and  did  not  feel 
that  he  was  called  upon  ,to  dp  so  any  more.  I 
argued  to  him  that  If  j|in*t  be  an  unspeakabfe 
blessing  for  a  man  to  bevriblo^to  bear  the  burden 
of  n  church  and  make  It  go,  that  he  had  a  great 
reward  here  and  a  still  greater  one  hereafter 
Then  I  told  him  that  I  wanted  ho  preach  there 
the  next  Sunday  and  asked  him  to  come  and  hoar 
‘me  He  said  he  certainly  would  do  so. 

On  I  wont  to  see  another  man  who  the  p  o- 
ple  told  me  was  a  Baptist.  I  w.is  entertained 
by  his  two  children  till  he  came  In.  I  then  told 
him  my  business,  hut  he  was  not  responsive  to 
anything  I  could  say.  I  could  not  get  him  to 
smile  or  even  look  pleasant.  Vet  he’was  gracl- 
oub  enough  to  Invite  me  to  come  to  his  home 
when  I  came  back  to  preach.  I  was  there  the 
next  Saturday  und  spent  the  night  with  him. 

We  talked  till  after  midnight  about  the  caus  • 
and  then  we  read  the  Bibb  We  all  bad  a 
Bible  and  I  read  one  verse,  then  be  one,  then  his 
wife,  then  the  boy.  then  the  girl,  till  the  chapter 
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was  read.  Next  ^ay  ]  was  greeted  by  a  large 
crowd  at  church.  After  preaching  I  called  a 
tonference  of  the  Baptists  and  their  constituency. 
The  first  thing  was  to  call  a  pastor  .  but  he 
<t  urch  said  'We  can't  pay  a  preacher,”  I  said 
"But  we.  the  Board,  will  help  you."  I  propus 
<d  that  they  should  pay  the  $300,  or  certain!) 
not  less  than  $250.  and  that  the  Board  would  pay 
I  0.  Then  I  asked  each  man  there  for  a  con¬ 
tribution  and  even  one  responded.  The  matter 
end(d  by  alsing  ttnj  pastor's  salary  independent 
of  help  from  the  Howd.  Then  I  said.  "What 
w  II  you  give  towards  building  a  churh?”  To 
this  likewise  each  one  responded.  The  mer¬ 
chant  subscribed  $2:0,  the  man  who  never  did 
smile  subscribed  $:  qn,  and  ome  $17o0  were 
subscribed  then  and  There  to  build  a  church 
house.  1  was  in  tjie  lowest  ground  trying  to 
enlist,. this  church  but  n  the  highest  after  they 
were  enlisted.  I  left  th.  hi  with  a  pastor  and  a 
committee  to  build 

I  then  went  down  In  the  south  end  of  the 
Delta  where  three  mtn  wanted  to  build  a  church 
house  in  town,  but  the  othir  GO  wanted  lo  re¬ 
pair  the  old  one  in  t|ie  country.  ft  became  my 
duty  to  build  that  church  and  to  hold  thu 
(hurch  together  and  snve  the  cause  In  that  sec¬ 
tion  for  Christ  This  was  a  most  dlffii  i  It  <aik 
for  trie  people  wanted  to  fight  rather  than  move 
that  church  to  town!  In  the  most  diplomatic 
way  I  loved  and  pr<  ached  and  worked  and  built 
the  church  and  organized  the  church  when  It 
was  completed.  About  fifty-one  went  Into  Ha 
■  organization  and  the,'  hurch  was  dedicated  free  ** 
of  any  debt. 
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"My  house."  said  Jesus,  "shall 'be  (.ailed  a 
house  of  prayer  for  all.”  We  have  often  mis 
placed  the  emphasis,  which  falls  upon  the  words  v 
prayer,”  and  "all  ”  It  Is  not. said  that  God's 
house  shall  be  primarily*  a  place  of  preaching, 
nor  of  teaching,  nor  of  philanthropy,  nor  of 
amusement,  but  "a  house  of  prayer."  In  recent 
years  the  occasions  for  coming  together  In  the 
house  of  worship  httTe  been  greatly  multiplied, 
frequently  the  question  Is  asked.  "What  service 
of  the  church  Is  of  -r'Vcst  valuW?  if  i  can 
attend  but  one  meeting  during  tbe  week,  which 
should  that  he?  '  The  words  w'hich  Jesus  quot¬ 
ed  when  his  soul  was  on  ftTe  with  7>>al  for  his 
Father's  house  give  answer;  "The  prayer  ser¬ 
vice."

Dr.  Ntcoll,  "and  growth  In  grace  is  s  growth  In 
knowledge  of  what  the  Ilf*-  of  prayer  may  come 
to  be."  The  prayer- meeting  Is  the  pulse  of  the 
church  life.  If  you  would  measure  the  rons?- 
(raHon  and  spiritual  pow  er  of  a  chiin  h  ^tisml 
Its  prayer  service. 

A  new  year  has  dawned  The  pastor  can 
not  do  In  the  one  year  that  lies  ahead  all  that 
his  heart  yearns  to  see  accomplished  But  If 
he  would  do  tha^  whjch  Will  go  farthest  towards 
vitalizing  and  energizing  every  department  of 
the  work  of  his  church,  let  him  concentrate  upon 
the  mid-week  prayer  service  Let  him  make 
It  the  gathering  of  his  flo<  k  as  a  family  that 
gathers  about  the  hearthstone,  for  prayer,  devo- 
ion,  meditation,  confession,  t'stlmony,  praise, 
thanksgiving  -informal  and  unrestrained.  Then 
will  there  come  the  power  of  G(^  upon  Ihe 
church,  and  every  good  work  ran  be  pressed  to 
victory.

■'Dear  Lawrence: — I  very  much  agree  with 
yoiir  Sunday  School  program  as  outlined  In  The 
Record  of  this  week.  Such  a  program  has  been 
in  my  mind  for  some  time,  and  I  trust  it  can  be 
fully  carried  out.  In  my  Judgment,  both  Sunday 
School  men  ought  to  give  Heir  whole  time  to 
it  for  this  year  at  least.  If  for  the  next  four 
months  they  could  constantly  hold  Sunday  School 
conventions,  and  then  round  it  out  with  a  rous- 
ipg  State  convention,  I  think  you  would  find  a 
better  situation  in  this  work  It  occurs  10  mo 
also  that  the  Sunday  School  Roard  ought  to  put 
Its  whole  fbrce  into  this  state  convention.  The 
pastors  are  not  Inclined  to  go  ahross  the  State 
at  considerable  expense  to  hear  some  one  that 
knows  no  more  than  they.  We  want  to  hear  ex¬ 
perts  such  at  least  as  the  board  is  supposed  to 
have.  In  Addition  we  could  ge‘  oth  r  men  of 
recognized  Ability  and  make  such  a  convention 
worth  while.  It  would  not  he  a  difficult  matter 
to  get  money  for  such  a  meeting,  and  in  my  Judg¬ 
ment  It  would  be  well  spent.” 

"Dear  Rrother  Lawrence: — I  have  been  very 
much  pleased  to  see  the  work  you  are  planning 
to  have  done  in  the  organization  of  Sunday 
School  conventions  in  the  various  counties  and 
associations  in  our  State.  I  feel  sure  that  this 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  that  great 
good  will  come  to  us  from  this  work.  I  like  the 
suggested  plan  of  organization  and  think  you 
nre  doing  well  to  stress  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School,  the  B.  Y.  P.  IT.,  the  W.  M.  IT.,  the  lay¬ 
men’s  work  and  the  mission  causes  In  the  or 
ganlzation.

The  Fernando  Baptist  Church  celebrated 
their  Diamond  Jubilee  on  Sunday,  Dee.  19.  This 
church  was  organized  on  Aug  22,  1840,  and  haa 
‘had  a  continuous  oM in  ever  sin  a.  As  the 
anniversary  date  came  during  the  vacation  sea¬ 
son,  the  celebration  of  the  Jubilee  was  postponed 
■until  last  Sunday.  A  great  throng  crowded  into 
the  church  building  to  take  part  in  this  service 
The  exercises  consisted  of  special  music  by 
a  large  chorus  choir;  reading  of  the  twelfth 
chapter  of  Romans  and  prayer  by  the  pas’or;  a 
history  of  the  Hernando  church  written  by  tin 
pastor:  letters  of  greeting' from  former  pastors, 
including  G.  W.  Riley,  N.  W.  P.  Bacon.  J.  W.  Le  •, 
R.  L.  Bunyard,  and  also  a  note  from  the  widow 
of  F.  R.  Boston,  pastor  here  forty-five  years  ago. 
The  members  of  the  ihunh  present  L  en  stood 
while  th--  clerk.  Bro.  Hugh  Foster,  read  the 
church  covenant,  will,  ti  they  solemnly  took  up¬ 
on  themselves  anew.  It  was  a.n  occasion  of 
deep  thankfulness  for  the  achievemen  s  of  (he 
years,  and  of  consecration  for  the  tasks  of  the 
future. 

The  ohurch  through  all  these  years  has  had 
only  sixteen  deacons,  and  there  have  been  only 
two  buildings.  Tie  first  me-  ting  house,  erect¬ 
ed  In  1841,  stood  for  more  ban  sixty  years,  and 
was  replaced  hy  the  pres  nt  house  of  worship  in 
1903.

The  sentiment  of 
all  men  who  have  given  any  thought 
to  the  man  of  Nazareth  Is  expressed 
In  the  words  of  that  great  poet  of  the 
South,  Sidney  Lanier 


The  early 
church  fathers  thought  of  Christ  as 
a  homely  personage.  They  got  their 
conception  from  Isaiah.  “There  is 
no  beauty  In  him  that  we  should  de¬ 
sire  him."  The  Christ  of  art  of  the 
first  few  centuries  was  a  reflection  of 
the  conception  of  the  early  fathers. 
A  little  later  and  up  to  the  tenth  cen¬ 
tury  Christ  was  pictured  as  a  well 
rounded,  blooming  youth,  radiant 
and  smiling.

The  main  events  In  the  life  of  Christ 
which  were  portrayed  on  canvas  were 
taken  from  the  Passion  week.  Later 
the  effeminate  Christ  was  painted 
This  is  the  Christ  which  is  still  much 
in  evidence  in  art  today. 

But  how  are  we  to  know  anything 
about  the  personal  appearance  of 
Chrlat?  We  can  know  only  by  ob¬ 
serving  the  effects  of  his  presence 
upon  those  about  him.  The  eye  is 
an  indicator  of  character.  Time  and 
again  we  read,  “He  looked,”  “He 
turtted  and  looked.”  Whenever  he 
looked  results  were  produced  that 
were  worth  recording.
